Waaljlngton, September 8. t- Repre- 
sentatives of 76 Eastern Kentucky coal 

operators, among them E. L. Douglas, 
Cincinnati, are In Washington to en- 
deavor to have the President aulliurize 
Attorney-General Mitchell I'alniei- to 
fix a price on coal mined In Eastern 
Kentucky. They are seeking also to
